In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed in the present 
Application on November 8, 2003, Applicant submits the following: 

AMENDMENT OF THE CLAIMS: 


The Claims as amended in the Preliminary Amendments filed August 28, 2002 and 
March 5, 2003, which canceled claims 1-30 without prejudice or disclaimer and amended Claims 
31-57, are as follows: 

Claims 1-30 (canceled) 

Claim 31 (new): A bioptical laser scanning system capable of scanning a bar code symbol 
located on the surface of an object presented within a 3-D scanning volume at any orientation 
and from any direction at a point of sale (POS) station, said bioptical laser scanning system- 


comprising: ; 
a horizontal section integrally connected to a vertical section; 
a horizontal-scanning window formed in said horizontal section; 
a vertical-scanning window formed in said vertical section, and being substantially 
orthogonal to said bottom-scanning window; 

a first plurality of laser beam folding mirrors disposed within said horizontal section; 
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
